by joining the "protective association" 
he will bu exempted from certain 
provisions of his code. It is intimated, 
for instance, that he will bu allowed 
the 60-hour rather than the 40-hour 
week. The "association" will protect 
him, says llie letter, from any trouble 
with the NRA, provided he pays his 
dues promptly.

Cobb Forecasts 


Cotton Control 


Arkansas Farmers to Get 


$11,334,000 for Reduc- 


tion Campaign 


MARIANNA—(#>)—Cully A. Cobb 


appealed to cotton farmers Thursday 
to "make a clean job" of their cam- 
paign to control production. 


Speaking at the annual experiment 


station meeting here, the Cotton Pro- 
duction administrator said "nothing 
must be permitted o mar the monder- 
fully fine work already done, and 
each man must take it on himself to 
see that there is no ground for crit- 
icism." 


Beyond this, he declared, we must 


devise a long-time production pro- 
gram that rrtti guarantee a sort of 
stability that comes from balancing 
our supply of cotton against the world 
demand for it. Of $109,000,000 to be 
distributed in the cotton belt, Arkan- 
sas will receive $11,334,000 for its share 
in cotton reduction campaign. 


Confers With Growers 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.—(/P)—Cully A. 


Cobb, chief of the Cotton Division of 
the Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 
istration, said Wednesday that con- 
trolled planting for at least two more 
years and "some sort of domestic al- 
lotment plan" will be the mainstays of 
the 1934 cotton production program. 


At the same time, Cobb said the 


NRA code for ginneni, to be adopted 
soon, will include provisions for the 
prohibition of certain "abusive prac- 
tices and policies" in the ginning in- 
dustry which he sad had been costly 
"to both producers and spinners." 


Plans for a meeting of 
Midsoulh 


growers here September 5 were made 
during a series of conferences Cobb 
had witli growers. The meeting is 
one of three called by Secretary Wal- 
lace of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


One of the conferences at Memphis, 


Dallas and Atlanta, Cobb declared, 
"we hope to get very definite sugges- 
tions as to what the farmers and their 
laders want and feel certain they can 
put into effect." 


"Our Hii4 program will include some 


sort of domestic allotment plan. There 
will be control of acreage planted to 
cotton. 


"In order to be of material benefit, 


this program must be continued for at 
least two mure years and perhaps inure 
We definitely plan on controlled pro- 
duction in 1934 and l'J3. 
r). 


"It will require two years to reduce 


the carryover of cotton to anything 
like a reasonable level. Eventually 
we hope to hold production to a level 
where the carryover will be only that 
required by the mills."

Best Gains Are Made in 


Wholesale and Jobbing 


—NRA Helps 


ST. LOUIS— (/P)— Business improve- 


ment contrary to the usual seasonal 
downward trends was shown in many 
instances in July and August, the 
monthly report of the St. Louis Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank for the Eighth Fed- 
eral Reserve District showed Thurs- 
day. 


Most of the business measurements 


during July showed a continuation of 
the revival begun after the banking 
holiday. The best gains were made 
in wholesaling and jobbing, the sales 
volume being greater than in June or 
in July a year ago. / 


Activities in iron and steel were well 


sustained and deliveries of raw ma- 
terials, notably pig iron ad coke were 
the largest for any single month in 
more than two years. Lumber and bi- 
tuminous coal production exceeded 
the previous month and also 
July, 


1932. 


The showing of retail business was 


less favorable, although there was a 
fair gain as contrasted with July last 
year, but the seasonal decrease from 
June was larger than 
anticipated. 


Since the last week in July there has 
been a perceptible slowing down, both 
in trade and industry. Among the 
factors held responsible were season- 
al trends and unccrtainily arising out 
of the working out of codes under the 
NRA program. The marketing season 
beginning in August found wholesale 
purchasing more conservative than a 
month or two earlier. 


In figures, department stores sales 


in July were 5.9 per cent larger than 
the same month last year, but 25.9 pel- 
cent less than in June this year. 


Further improvement in 
employ- 


ment was noted, sentiment in the 
business community and with the pub- 
lic was optimistic, the report said.

thur D. White-side, a deputy adminis- 
trator of the NRA, presented a revis- 
ed version to retailers representatives 
for consideration. 


Work on this wage and work hour 


code has assumed dominalnt impor- 
tance at the NRA, where the other 
chief topic was the failure of Henry 
Ford to indicate his attitude on the 
code embracing the gigantic automo- 
bile industry. 


The retailers code was described as 


altered in many respects from previ- 
ous drafts, but not drastically. The 
text was withheld. 


As the groups of executives repre- 


senting the nation's largest retail es- 
tablishments began consideration of 
the new charter, which would include 
druggists and grocers if the details 
can 
be 
worked 
out 
satisfactorily, 


Whitcside gave them until next week 
to agree.

Boys Marooned 


On Ledge, Saved 


Two Scouts Are Rescued 


by Climbers After Two 


Days Work 


LAKE PLACID, N. Y.-(/P)—Three 


Boy Scouts, marooned on a narrow 
ledge of Wallface mountain for two 
days, were lifted to a safe ledge 200 
feet higher up the cliff Wednesday 
night by rescuers who succeeded in 
lowering them ropes. 


They were placed under a physic- 


ian's care and will be removed when 
their condition permits. There will 
be no serious difficulties in the descent 
from the ledge where they now are. 


The rescue as made by three expert 


mountain climbers from the Lake 
Placid Club, a few miles away, after 
more than 24 hours of constant work. 
The youths were lifted one at a time 
from the two-foot ledge where they 
liad huddled together in the freezing 
wind all night. 


Attempting to climb the almost per- 


pendicular cliff Wednesday morning, 
.he scouts found themselves stranded 
on the perilous ledge with a drop of 
400 feet below them. They could not 
;o highre nor rtrace their steps. They 
are William La Due, 21. Robert Glenn, 
17, and Tyler Grey, 19, all of Platts- 
}urgh. 


Efforts to hoist them up on a rope 


had failed earlier in the day when 
the jagged edge of protruding rocks 


nawed into the rope, but a new rope 
was dropped from a plane by Fred 
McLane, Lake Placid pilot. 


In the party on the mountain top, 


who lifted the boys to safety, were 
~eorge Reynolds of Lake Placid, form- 
er Colgate halfback, Paul Steer, a 
Harvard student, and Robert Downs, 
an experienced climber from Saranac 
Lake.

A few 
hours later his restaurant was pick- 
eted by six men. But he fought back, 
reported the affair to NRA officials. 
The six "pickets" were arrested. A 
Tew hours later, six more appeared. 
They were arrested, too. Those cow- 
bird eggs were smashed quickly. 


Prey on Small Finns 


H is among small business men, 


many of whom find it hard to comply 
with the codes, that the 
racketeers 


have found the best pickings. 


In New York's beauty shop trade, 


another racket was uncovered. A fake 
jrganization was found trying to get 
jeauty shop proprietors to pay a $10 
'membership fee" for promised ad- 
vantages in the hairdressers' code. 
Once they had tricked n half dozen 
employers into singing their agree- 
ment, these racketeers had a good 
alking point with which to approach 
other employers.
